The flames 
were discovered about midnight, and be- 
fore 1 o'clock the entire portion of the 
structure reaching 
from Ilurrisburg to 


Foster's island was burned, and fell in char- 
red ruics.

Cumberland Valley Railroad bridge, a few 
hundred yards below, which was only saved

But as this was nearly twenty 


years ago, it is a fair presumption, consid- 
ering the high piice of labor and materials, 
to suppose the same could not be rebuilt 
for less than 570,000.

ning destroyed Lafayette Hall and Apollo 
Buildings, at the corner of Fourth and 
Wood streets.

iu the buildings were destroyed or damaged.

A CATTLE DISEASE IN COXNECTICUT.— 


The Danbury Jefferson says that a singular 
cattle disease hcs made its appearance in 
that neighborhood.

ration, unless such deeds be recorded before the 
recording of the deed or conveyance under whKli 
such a subsequent purchaser or mortgages shall 
claim.'"

Death, of It. Qeu- Winfielft Scott. 
Winfield Scott, the oldest and one of the 


best soldiers the world evar produced, died 
at West Point, on Tuesday morning last. 
Winfield Scott was born in Petersburg, Va., 
June 13, 1786, 
so that at his demise he 


was within fifteen days of eighty"*years old. 
He was educated at William and Mary Col- 
lege, studied law, aud after a few years' 
practice of that profession, was appointed, 
in 1808, Captain ol the Light Aitillery in 
the Division then commanded by Gen. 
Wilkinson, stationed at Baton Rouge, La. 
Gen. Wilkinson bad Capt Scott suspended 
from duty on account of the latter'e insinu- 
ation concerning the former's complicity 
with the Burr conspiracy. Ilis year's ab- 
sasce from duty was devoted to laborious 
study of his profession, and when he re- 
turned to the army, 1812, he was advanced 
to the grade of Lieutenant Colonel, and 
ordered to the Canada frontier.
